WASHINGTON, March 4th.—it is very

INAUGURAL ADDRESS OF THE PRESIDENT. 
Fellow Citizens:—Under Providence 
I have been called a second time to act 
as Executive over tuis great nation. It 
has been my endeavor in the past to 
maintain all the laws, and as so far as 
lay in my power to act for the best in- 
terests of the whole people. My best ef- 
forts will be given in the same direction 
in the future, aided, I trust. by my four 
years experience in the office. When 
my first term of the office as Chief Exe- 
cutive began, the country bad not re 
covered irom the effects of a great in- 
ternational revolution, and three of the 
former States cf the Union had not 
been restcred to their federal relations. 
It seemed to me wise that no new 
questions should be raised so long 
as that condition of affairs existed; 
therefore the pust four years, so far 
as I could control events, have been 
consumed in the eifort to restore har-. 
mony, public credit, commerce, and 
sll the arts of peace and progress. It 
ismy firm belief that the civilized 
world is tending toward Republicanism 
or government by the people through 
their chosen represeutatives,and that our 
own great Republic is destined to be 
the guiding star to all others. Under 
our Republic we support an urmy less 
than that of any European power of 
any standing, and a navy less than tha 
of either of, at least, five of them. There 
could be no extension of territory on 
this continent, which would call for an 
increase of this force; rather might 
such extension enable us to diminish 


it. The theory of government 
changes with general  progress.-— 
Now that the telegraph is made 


available for communication through, 
together with rapid transit by steam, 
all parts of a continent are made 
contiguous for all purposes of governs 
ment, and communication between the 
extreme limits of the country are made 
easier than it was throughout the old 
thirteen States at the beginning of our 
national existence. 

The effects of the late civil strife 
lave been to tree the slave and make 
him a citizen, yet he is not possessed of 
the civil righis which citizenship should 
cary with it. This is wrong and should 
be corrected. To this correction | 
stand committed so far as executive 
influence can avail. Social equality is 
not a subject_to be legislated upor, nor 
shall I ask that anything be done tc 
advance the sucial status of the colored 
man, except to give him a fair chance 
to develop what there is good in him. 
Give him access to schools, and when he 
travels let him feel assured that his con- 
duct will regulate the treatment and 
tare he will receive. 

The States lately at war with the 
general Government are now happy 
rehabilitated and no executive control 
is exercised in any one of them that 
would not be exercised in any other 
State under like circumstances. in tle 
tirst yearof the past administration the 
proposition came up for the admission 
of Santo Domingo as a Territory of the 
Union, It was not a questicn of my 
seeking, but was a proposition from the 
people of Santo Domingo, and which I 
entertained. Ibelieve now, asl 
then, that it was for the best interests 
of this country—for the people of Santo 
Domingo and all concerned, that the 
proposition should be received tuvora- 
bly. It was however rejected—constis 
tutionally—and therefore the subject 
was never brought up again by me. 

In future, while I bold my present ot- 
fice, the subjeet of acquisition ot terri- 
tory must have the support or the peo- 
vle before I wiil recommend any propo 
sition looking to such acquisition. I 
say here, however, that I do not share 
in the apprehension held by many as to 
the danver of the government becoming 
weakened and destroyed by reason of 
their extension of territory. Commerce, 
education, and rapid transit of thought 
and matter by telegraph and, steam 
have changed all tits, Rather do I be- 
lieve that our Great Master is paving 
the way for the world, in his own good 
time, to become one nation, seeking one 
language, and when armies and navies 
will be no longer required. 

My efforts ia the future will be direct- 
ed to the restoration of good feeling 
betwen the diflerent sections of our 
country ; to the restoration of our cur- 
reucy to a lixed value ascomparea with 
the world’s standard of values, goid, 
and if possible toa par with it; to the 
construction of cheap routes of transit 
throughout the land, te the end that 
the proceeds of all sections may finda 
market and leave a living remuneration; 
to the maintenance of friendly relations 
with all our neighbors and with distant 
nations; to the re-establishment of our 
Commerce and share in the carrying 
trade upon the ocean; to the encour- 
agement of such manufacturing inter- 
ests a3 can be economically pursued in 
this country, to the end that the exports 
of home products and industrics my 
pay for our imports, the omly sure 
inethod ot returning to per- 
manently maintaining a specie ba- 
sis; tothe elevation of labor and 
by a humane course to bring the Abo- 
riginees of the country under the be- 
nign influences of education and civiil- 
ization. It1s either this ora war of ex 
termination. Wars of people, suvjecting 
commerce and all industrial purposes, 
are expensive, even against the weakest 
ocopte, and are demoralizing and witk- 
ed. Uur supeitority of strength and 
advantage of Civilization sueun. ke 
us fenient tewards the Indian. ‘ihe 
wrong already indicted bine should 
be taken into account and the bainice 
placed to his credit. The moral view 
of the question should be considered, 
and the question asked, Cannot the In- 
dian be made a useful and productive 
member of society by proper teaching 
and treatment? the cffort ismade in 
good faith we will stand better belore 
the civilized nations of the earth and in 
our own conscience for having made it. 


All these things are not to be azcom-

receive my support and such recommen- 
dations to Congress as will, in my judg- 
ment, be of service to carry them in ef-

It has been, and is, my earnest desire 
to correct abuses that have ©-own up 
In the civil service of the country; to 
secure this reformation rules regulating 
methods ofappointment and promotions 
were established and have been tried, 
My eiforts for such reformation shall be 
continued tu the best of my judgment.

gard in view of your verdict which I 
gratclully accept as my vindication.

hostility to our Atlantic, Mississippi 
and Ohio railroad, and declared they 
had no design to interfere with or make 
war upon its interests. Yet one of the 
first acts of these people, as is believed 
by those who ought to know, was an 
attempt before a Federal court to over- 
throw che act of the General Assembly 
which had autborized the organization 
of the Atlantic, Mississippi and Ohio 
Railroad Company. Soon afterward 
they were in Tennessee taking posses- 
sion of the middle link of this great east 
and west live, which connected tbe 
waters of the Mississippi with those of 
the Atlantic at Nortolk. Thus they 
uimed to subvert the great purpose 
which Virginia and Tennessee had in 
the construction of this line—an under- 
taking which had been tounded and 
prosecuted by the two States in a 
mutual interest, and in furtherance of 
direct tradeot Nortolk. ‘They thus pui 
at defiance any policy which Virginia 
may have had or might undertake in 
ber own behalf. Failing by these means 
to subordinate the Virginia line to their 
purposes, they are now seeking to find a 
way thiougn North Carolina by which 
to circumvent that line, and tu cairy. 
the trade to the west over lines Con- 
troded by them to pina.
